CHICAGO, July 18.—H. J. McIntyre, a 
negro religious fanatic, 30 years old, 
becoming violently insane today, killed 
four persons and wounded three others 
with a rifle before the police, whom he ]}. 
held at bay for an hour, killed him and 
his wife. 

MeclIntyre’s wife is supposed to nave 
assisted him at least to the extent of 
reloading his weapons, as a cartridge 
belt was found around her waist siim1- 
lar to the one worn by her husband. 

Many shots were exchanged between 
the crazed man, barricaded in his flat 
in a two-story brick structure at 320 
North Irving avenue, and the police. 
The latter made an ineffectual attempt 
to burn the place and exploded three 
charges of dynamits under it as they 
were unable to make headway against 
the rapid and accurate fire of the negro. 

The dead, besides McIntyre and his 
Wife, are Stuart Dean, 60 years old, po- 
liceman; Mrs. Josephine Overmeyer, 28, 
neighbor; Edward Knox, 34, negro neigh- 
bor; Alfred Matthews, 30, negro neigh- 
bor. 

Edward Clement, detective sergeant, 
has three bullet wounds, and is seri- 
ously injured. Grover Crabtree, a po- 
liceman, was slightly wounded and Mrs. 
Edward Knox seriously injured. 


Negro Leaves Note. 
The explosions blew the rear porch 


and part of the kitchen into the alley 
and when the police were able to enter 
the building it was a wreck.

SCHOOL BOARD SAVES $1000 
THROUGH WASTE PAPER SALES 


Children’s Efforts in That birection 
Expected to Realize $12,000 
for Teachers’ Fund. 

A saving to the Board of Educa- 
tion of $1000 through the sale of 
waste paper from the schools and the 
beard’s offices ,which formerly was 
burned by the janitors, ts said by 
Stephen A. Wagner, member of the 
board, who instituted the reform, to 
have been effected during the school 
year just closing. 

In addition to this saving to the 
board Wagner caused to be instt- 
tuted in the schools a paper saving 
campaign among the pupils, who 
since April 1 have been bringing 
papers to school to be sold in lots 
for the benefit of the pension fund 
of the Teachers’ Annuity Association. 

Wagner said he expected to realize 
about $12,000 for the teachers’ fund 
from the sale of the paper collected 
by the children. The average price 
paid for the waste stock has been 35 
cents a hundred pounds. A higher 
price is expected for next year.

SENATE APPROVES 
ENLARGED NAVAL 
BUILDING PROGRAN 


Measure Provides for 157 War 
Vessels in Three Years; 8 
Big Ships Next Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—The Senate 
today adopted the enlarged buildirg 
program of the naval bill by a viva 
voce vote. 

It provides for the construction with- 
in three years of 157 war vessels of nil 
classes and for four dreadnoughts and 
four battle cruisers to be built next 
year.

‘ABRAM ELKUS NOMINATED 
AMBASSADOR TO TURKEY

of New York was nominated by Presi- 
dent Wilson today as Ambassador to 
Turkey to succeed Henry Morgenthau, 
who retired to become chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Democratic 
bNational Committee. 

Elkus is a lawyer and was recom- 
mended by Mr. Morgenthau.

McIntyre, al- 
though wounded, was leaning against 
a bedroom door when the police entered. 
Before he could fire a policeman shot 
him in the head. He was taken to a 
hospital, where he died, 

The first shot may have been fired py 
Mrs. McIntyre. It was directed at Mrs. 
William Bedford, a negréss living next 
door. It grazed her arm. Mrs. Bed- 
ford said Mrs. Mcintyre and her hus- 
band were both in their back yard and 
both fired at her. 

Bedford came out with a revolver, but 
was driven back by McIntyre. Mra 
Overmeyer was the next one fired at. 
Then McIntyre killed Knox. The next 
bullet reached Mrs. Knox. Matthews.

First of all, it must be measured by 
its cost in men rather than its con- 
cuests in territory. The Russian official 
figures, disputed, to be sure, in the Aus- 
trian and German reports, claim around 
800,000 prisoners. The German and Aus- 
trian reports estimate the total Rus- 
sian loss at 263,000. Hitherto Russian 
estimates of prisoners have proven re- 
liable, as shown by American agents 
charged with inspecting prison camps in 
Russia. If we accept the Russian fig- 
ures as accurate, it is safe to estimate 
the total loss of the Austrians and Ger- 
mans as above half a million; that is, 
200,000 in-addition to Russian captures. 
To have put half a million troops out 
of action in seven weeks is, in itself, a 
tremendous achievement. It is the great- 
er when it is accomplished with a loss 
of only about half as much by the Rus- 
sians. Bear in mind, also, that Rus- 
sia’s man supply is well-nigh inexhausti- 
ble, the man supply of Germany and 
Austria rigidly limited. 

Huge Oapture of Materials. 
Together with the great ‘‘bag’’ of men 
there has been a huge capture of guns, 
munitions, supplies of all kinds, and an 
even greater destruction of other things 
by the retreating Germans and Aus- 
trians. Exactly as the Russians lost ter- 
ribly in this fashion last summer, the 
Austrians have suffered now and are 
continuing to suffer. So much for the 
material effect in men and munitions 
of the Russian advance. Even more im- 
portant is moral effect. Dispatches from 
Berlin make no concealment of the 
surprise and amazement the Russian op- 
eration has awakened in Germany. Look 
back @ year and it will be seen that 
all German and Austrian reports fore- 
cast the approaching elimination of the 
Slav. Russia was ‘‘done” for for several 
years, Berlin proclaimed, when Vilna 
had fallen and the great German drive 
halted at the Dwina and the Pinsk 
marshes. German hands were once more 
free to “finish with France.” 

But nine months later the fallacy of 
all this is demonstrated by a Russian 
success only less great than that won 
about Lemberg in September, 1914. Again 
and again German bulletins pay tribute 
to the vastness of Russia’s supplies of 
guns and munitions and the inexhausti- 
ble supply of men. It was all a terrible 
miscalculation, this belief that Russia 
was done. 

Instead of Russian collapse, German 
newspapers again taik openly of Aus- 
tria’s failure. The collapse is almost 
as complete ag that of 1914 and it again 
makes extensive drafts upon German re- 
sources. For weeks German troops have 
been rushing to Kovel and to Galicia. 
When they have arrived there has been 
a slowing down of Russian advance, but 
on the south, where Austrian troops are 
unsupported, the failure continues.

BRITAIN PUTS BOYCOTT ON 
70 TO 80 AMERICAN FIRMS 


Under the Trading With the Enemy Act She 
Makes It a Crime to Deal With Any 
of These Firms.

LONDON, July 18.—Beginning today, 
it will be a criminal offense for any 
British subject in Great Britain to deal 
with or have correspondence with any 
of seventy or eighty firms in the United 
States which have been placed on the 
black list by the British Government. 
the names of which will be published 

in the London Gazette. 

Heretofore it has been held that hos- 
tile business interests domiciled in 
America were not affected by the 
“trading with the enemy act.” 

Laming Worthington Evans, head of 
the Foreign Trade Department, ex- 
Plained to the Post-Dispatch corre. 
spondent today that such procedure has 
already been taken with regard to cer- 
tain firms in other neutral countries, 
and that additional lists probably will 
be made. 

Slight Difference in U. S. 
Being asked if the presence of any 
special investigators in the United 
States or other neutral countries would 
be required to make additions to the 
list, he said that the notoriety of many 
of the concerns on the black list drew 
attention to them. He thinks a ban of 
the firms named in the list will make, 
if any, only the slightest difference in 
the Anglo-American trade. 

Evans gave the following explanation 
of the latest extension of the ‘‘trading 
with the enemy act:’’ 
“It has been the policy of the British 
Government in the past to follow the 
theory that in forbidding its subjects 
to trade with an enemy, that enemies 
domiciled in friendly countries did not 
come under the act. France and va- 
rious other countries hold the doctrine 
that their nationals cannot trade with 
an enemy, no matter what his domi- 
cile. 
“Modern conditions of credit and 
commerce make it possible for an 
enemy outside belligerent territory to 
trade with his country. Therefore a 
considerable body of opinion in this 
country urged the Government to ahan- 
don its traditional doctrine, and the 
Foreign Office, while not: going to this 
extreme, decided simply to prohibit per- 
sons domiciled in the United Kingdom 
from trading with a limited number 
of individuals, firms or companies of 
enemy nationality or association under 
the same penalties as though they 
were trading with an enemy. 

Domestic Legislation. 
“It will be clear that this policy em- 
bodied in the recent act is purely a 
piece of domestic legislation which only 
interferes with trade, even in the cases 
of specified concerns, by prohibiting 
persons domiciled in the United Kirs- 


dom from dealing with these concerns. 
It is a consequence simply and solely 
of the exercise of the right of the stat 
to limit or control in the interests of 
the state the trade relations of its own 
subjects. As regards the United States 
list, this may roughly be divided into 
four classes: 

‘1. German firms with head offices or 
control in Germany. 

‘2. German firms incorporated in the 
United States and therefore technical- 
ly Ameri¢an entities. We have dealt 
with these firms on thelr merits. In 
these cases, something more has been 
required to qualify them for the statu- 
tory list than German nationality— 
either assisting the enemy by loans, 
propaganda, or in regard to contra- 
band. 

“3. Except in so far as covered by 
the first or second qualifications, United 
States citizens as a@ rule have not been 
placed on the list. If any are there, 
it is because they are sole agents for 
enemy firms resident in enemy territory. 

“4 When, however, clear abuse of 
cable facilities has been proved, a firm 
or individual may be found on the list. 
By abuse is meant the use of a secret 
code or of cloaks to cover the fact that 
cables are being used in a particular 
interest. In very few such cases will 
there be found to be United States citi- 


zens."’ 


U. S&S. Officials Will Take Up “Black 
List” Order. ; 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—In the ab- 
sence of complete details regarding 
the action of the British Government 
in placthg firms and individuals in 
the United States upon the socalled 
“trading with the enemy Dilacklist,” 
State Department officials are un- 
able to definitely determine their at-. 
titude. However, there are indica- 
tions that new diplomatic represen- 
tations will result should it develop 
that American citizens or firms are 
being dicriminated against. 

Officials regard it as a clear prin- 
ciple of international law that busi- 
ness firms assume the nationality of 
the country in which they are domi- 
ciled. An American corporation, even 
if controlled by foreign capital i@en- 
titled to protection. 

At the same time State Department 
officials recognize that Great Britain 
has a right to instruct her nationals 
not trade with enemy subjects. 

The entire matter will be given 
careful consideration as soon as com- 
plete information on the subject is 
received. The principle involved in 
the trading with the enemy act al-* 
ready has been the subject of an in- 
effectual protest by the United States.

High Price of Print Paper the Reason

WASHINGTON, July 17.—‘“The penny 
newspaper will be a thing of the past 
within a short time,"’ Secretary of Com- 
merce Redfield predicted today. “Prices 
have increased all along the line on 
nearly all commodities, and within the 
past few months there has be ” 
steady increase in the price of materials 
entering into the making of news print 
paper, and an increased demand for 
paper.

INNEW YORK AGAIN 
ON THE INCREASE 


Twenty-Six Die in 24 Hours— 
121 New Cases Are Re- 
ported. 


NEW YORK, July 18.—After health of- 
ficlals had declared they believed the 
epidemic of infantile paralysis to be un- 


der control, the disease made a pro- 
nounced advance today. The daily bul- 
letin of the Health Department shows 
an increase of nearly 100 per cent in 
deaths and of more than 30 per cent in 
new cases. 

During the 2% hours preceding 10 
o'clock this morning, the epidemic killed 
26 children and there were 121 new 
eases reported. 

Mayor Mitchel issued a statement as- 
suring persons who might have post- 
poned visits to the city because of fear 
of the disease, that the danger of con- 
tracting it is almost nil. He said tha 
proportion. of cases is slight when com- 
pared to the city’s population and ex- 
pressed the belief that the “high curve’’ 
of the epidemic has been passed. The 
statement included a showing that the 
infant mortality rate last week, regard- 
ed as the high point of the epidemic, 
was 10 per cent lower than for the cor- 
responding week last year. 

Word from Washington is awaited by 
Dr. Charles E. Banks, in charge of 
the United States Public Health office 
here, before he inaugurates a program 
relathe to interstate travel.

BOY HERE WHO HAD 
INFANTILE DISEASE. 


IS GETTING WELL 


Drs. Saunders and Urban Satis- 
fied Fly Carried Disease From 
Chickens to Child. 


Gerald McLin, 5% years old, whose 
parents live at 386A Maffitt avenue and 
whose case was the only authentic one 
of infantile paralysis reported to th» 
St. Louis health authorities during the 
recent epidemic in New York City, is 
fast recovering. 

Yesterday afternoon a Post-Dispatch 
reporter calied at the McLin home anc 
saw the boy riding around the house 
on a tricycle. For nearly four weeks he 
was unable to move a muscle in his 
lower limbs, and the tricycle serves the 
double purpose of entertainment for 
him and exercise for the muscles which 
were so long useless. ” 

The cure was effected by the urotropin 
treatment, ordinarily used by physicians 
for infantile paralysis, but the circum- 
stances of the case have given physi- 
cians opportunity for the further es- 
tablishment of certain theories concern- 
ing the disease and its treatment. 

Fly the Germ Carrier. 

It is believed by many physicians that 
infantile paralysis is not tranemitted by 
personal contact, but that the fly, es- 
pecially the large green fly, sometimes 
called the ‘“blow’’ fly, serves as the 
carrier. 

Dr. E. W. Saunders, a specialist in 
diseases of children, has demonstrated 
that flies do serve as carriers of the 
disease, in experiments conducted be- 
for the St. Louis Medica! Society and 
other societies, in which the disease of 
chickens, known as “limber neck’’ was 
transmitted to monkeys. This disease 
of “limber neck” is said by physicians 
to be the same as infantile paralysis in 
children. 

Physicians say that the exact cause of 
infantile paralysis, or acute poliomyelitis, 
as it is known to them, is not known, 
but that it is undoubtedly caused by an 
organism. The symptoms are fever, 
vomiting, twitching of the muscles, sore- 
ness in back and after three days’ dura- 
tion, paralysis of the muscles of the 
legs. What actually takes place is a 
degeneration and destruction of the 
ganglion nerve cells and nerves in the 
anterior part of the spinal cord. 

That Gerald McLin became infected 
with infantile paralysis from chickens 
has been established as a fgct in the 
mind of Dr. E. T. Urban, 315 Park 
avenue, who diagnosed the case, ac- 
cording to Mrs. McLin. The boy was 
taken ill June 7, shortly after the fam- 
lly returned from a visit to La Plata, 
Mo., and to Roodhouse, Ill. At both 
places, according to Mrs. McLin, the 
furmers complained of having ‘‘sick”’ 
chickens, and at one of the places vis- 
ited 200 fowls had died from some dis- 
ease. Flies, too, were numerous about 
the farm tables, especially on the pre- 
serves, of which the McLin children 
ate freely. 

Sister Kept Near Him. 

To assist in establishing the theory 
that the disease is not transmitted by 
personal contact, Mrs. McoLin says that 
Dr. Urban and Dr. Saunders declared 
there was no danger in having Gerald 
McLin's sister, who is a few years older, 
closely associated with the boy. This 
arrangement was carried out with no 
bad results. 

Dr. Saunders confirmed the diagnosis 
of Dr. Urban and the regular urotropin 
treatment was begun. This is an ordi- 
nary drug which serves as an antiseptic: 
and reduces fever... Fresh air and mas 
saging of the paralyzed limbs are also 
important aids fn the recovery from the 
disease. 

The physicians do not claim any mirac- 
ulous cure in the case, according to 
Mrs. McLin, but point to the case as an 
instance of a mild attack. They say that 
the patient will continue to improve in 
the use of the paralyzed muacles and 
general health for about a year. After 
that time any muscles that are still 


useless are likely to be permanently af- 
fected. 


NO “PRIVILEGE” FOR CASTRO 


WASHINGTON, July 18.—Immigra- 
tion officials have abandoned their 
idea of giving a “transit privilege” 
that would permit Gen. Ciprano Cas- 
tro and his wife to be at liberty in 
New York until they could take a 
boat for Porto Rico. It was explained 
at the bureau today that exclusion 
of the former Venezulean President 
from the United States would operate 
to bar him from Porto Rico or other 
insular possessions. 

It is expected Commissioner-Gen- 
eral Caminetti will take up the case 
tomorrow.

MEXICO BELIEVED 


10 FAVOR JOINT 
COMMISSION PLAN 


Ambassador-Designate Fletcher 
Likely to Head U. S. Delega- 
tion to Settle Dispute. 


WASHINGTON, 
redondo, 


July 18—Eliseo Ar- 
Mexican Ambassador Desig- 
nate, called on Acting Secretary Polk 
at the State Department today just ‘bde- 
fore the latter went to the White House 


for the Cabinet meeting. lt was in- 
derstood he had received instructions 
from his Government approving a ten- 
tative plan for the settlement of differ- 
ences with the United States by means 
of a joint international commission. 

There are indications that Henry !. 
Fletcher, Ambassador Designate to 
Mexico, will head the three American 
commissioners if the plan is adopted. 
Fletcher was present at today’s confer- 
ence. 

Whether the commission will be au- 
thorized to discuss in addition to the 
border situation economic and financial 
conditions in Mexico, with a view to 
offering some plan under which ‘the 
Washington Government could aid in 
the re-establishment of normal conii- 
tions has not been disclosed. 

At the close of the conference Se-:- 
retary Polk said there was nothing to 
be announced further than that ‘he 
conferences were “progressing favor- 
ably”’ and he intimated no announ*>- 
ment might. be expected for several 
days. Fletcher and Arredondo contin: 
ued in conference after Polk had gone 
to the Cabinet meeting. 

Arredondo agreed with Mr. Polk that 
the matter was proceeding in a favor- 
able way and added that formal an- 
nouncement of the plan to be followed 
might be expected before the end of the 
week. Members of the Cabinet, after 
their meeting, said that while it was 
probable a commission would be agreed 
upon to settle the differences between 
Mexico and the United States, this ques- 
tion had not been finally determined. 

Gen. Funston asked the War Depart- 
ment today for $600,000 to construct tem- 
porary shelters for army horses and 
mules along the border, which are suf- 
fering from excessive heat in some sec- 
tions and heavy rains in others. The 
shelters would be constructed by the na- 
tional guardsmen and regular troops. 


Villa Band Reported to Be Ficeing 
South From Carranza Troops. 
CHIHUAHUA, July 18.—Dispatches 
to Gen. Trevino from Gen. Luis Her- 
rera at Parral, received today, said 
that the main Villa band had crossed 
the Durango line and is fleeing rapid- 
ly before the sweeping advance of 
Carranza forces. The Villa men ap- 
parently are making for Tepehuenes, 
Durango State, about 120 miles south 
of Parral, where it is expected they 

will make a stand. 

Gen. Elizondo reported from San 
Francisco de Borja that all bandits 
in the Benito Juarez section of Chi- 
huahua State, have been dispersed by 
troops at Sierra Baquishic. Seven 
were executed. 

Several scattered groups of Villis- 
tas have eluded the cordon of Gov- 
ernment troops which surrounded 
them in the Rio Florido bottoms, and 
have reassembled about 200 strong at 
Trinajas and Les Escobas, on the road 
to Ojinaga, and are making their way 
north with the object of making an- 
other raid on the American torder, 
according to confidential advices to 
Gen. Trevino. 

The advices, which came from Santa 
Rosalia, said the outlaws skirted Chi- 
huahua City by traveling in small 
groups to the little settlements north- 
east of here. 

Francisco L. Trevino, Civil Govern- 
or of Chihuahua, announced he had 
investigated the reported seizure of 
the Hearst ranch at Babricora and 
had determined that the property 
was not confiscated, but that the 
“cattle were merely detained to pre- 
vent the possibiliity of their being 
moved across the border without 
csr Ait duty.”

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MEXIGAN SHOT BY 
A BORDER SENTRY 
AT DOUGLAS, ARIZ 


Stories Conflict as to Which Side 
of Line He and Companion 
Were on, Whether Armed. 


DOUGLAS, Ariz., July 1&.—Private '% 
H. Tucker, Eleventh Infantry, shot and 
probably fatally wounded Antonio HR »d- 
rigues, a Mexican musician, late yes- 
ierday, when, according to his state- 
ment, the Mexican and a companton 
were making their way toward the it:- 
ternational boundary from the Ameri- 
can side. One of them carried a rifiec. 
according to the guard's statement 

Tucker said he called to the men to 
halt, but they did not do so. He tren 
called a small Mexican boy who wrs 
riding by on a bicycle and told him ‘o 
tell the men to halt. They paid no 
atterition to the boy, he said, and he 
opened fire while they were still on -he 
American side of the line. 

Tucker said he emptied the magazine 
of his rifle at the Mexicans, and as he 
saw both fall, he reported to his com- 
mandine officer that he had killed Doth. 

Tucker and an officer of the Amer- 
ican army who was nearby, according 
to the military authorities, declare that 
the Mexican carrying the rifle droport 
in the bushes about 3 yards south of 
the internationa! boundary. The Amer- 
icans made no attempt to get the 
weapon. 

Inatructions to Guarda, 

All American guards are said to have 
instructions to fire on anyone bearing 
arms should he fail to halt when ur- 
dered to do so. They are also said ts 
have been instructed to prevent ary 
traffic with Mexico here, or at Afr,» 
other point than the closely guarded 
gate at the American customs house. 

Rodriguez and his companion de- 
clared, however, that they were on 
Mexican soil when the shooting oc- 
curred. Gen. P. Elias Callies, military 
commander of Sonoro, sent a telegram 
to Gen. Carranza which, it was said, 
protested in strong terms against the 
“desecration of Mexican soil and the 
liberties of Mexicans.” 

Aldolfo de la Huerta, 
Sonora, sent a similar protest, under- 
stood to have been couched in even 
stronger language, to Jesus Acuna, 
Minister of Foreign Relations in the 
Carranza Cabinet. Ives G. Lelevier, 
Mexican Consul, telegraphed to Eliseo 
Arredondo, Ambassador designate of 
the Mexican Government in Washing- 
ton, requesting that he protest to the 
State Department and demand redress. 
He also visited Gen. T. F. Davis to urge 
him to investigate the case and punish 
the sentry. Gen. Davis promised to 
make 1n investigation Lelevier said. 

According to the story of Pina, he 
and Rodrigues were unarmed. They 
had been in Douglas, he said, and 
started for Agua Prieta. The customs 
house, the usual place for crossing, be- 
ing a half-mile distant, they decided to 
cross the boundary a few yards from 
where they were. 

Did Not See Americans, He Saya. 

They did not ncetice the American sol- 
diers, he said. After he had reached 
Mexican territory, he said, in a state- 
ment to the Mexican officers, he heard 
a shot. He turned to see where it had 
been fired from and saw the American 
soldier throw the ejector of his rifle, 
then throw a cartridge into the breech 
of his fun. Pina said he dropped to 
the ground, but that Rodrigues, who 
was near-sight.d and unable to see 
the soldier, walked on until the fifth 
shot fired by the soldier struck him 
and he dell. At the time he was about 
80 yards south of the border, but 
dragged himself 15 yards further be- 
fore he fell. 

Several Mexican border guards ran 
to the place where Rodriguez lay and 
other American sentries came up. The 
shooting was reported to Gen. Callies, 
who was with Gov. de la Huerta. Con- 
su! Lelevier was summoned from Doug- 
las. 

‘This is the sort of treatment my 
people are given. after all I have done 
for Americans,”’ Calles exclaimed. He 
and De la Huerta instructed the Consul 
to proceed to the scene of the shooting 
and investigate, which he did. Rodri- 
gues was found about 100 yards south 
of the border, but whether he had 
been carried there or had fallen where 
he was found has not been determined.

Wickersham ignored the request, and 
the meeting adjourned after authorizing 
the National Committeeman and a spe- 
cial convention to select another candi- 
date if it were deemed advisable. Wick- 
ersham announced that he would run 
as an independent candidate.

WASHINGTON, July 1% — Here is 
what a farmer who needs money can 
do under the rural credits bill, which 

has been signed by the President. 

First. He must join what is to be 
known as a National Farm Loan Ags- 
sociation. paying in $% for one of its 
shares for each $10 he wishes to bor- 
row. 

Next, he applies to the association 
for the loan, giving his personal! note 
therefore. secured by a first mortgage 
on his farm. No commission is 
charged. 

No single loan is to be for less than 
$10 or more than $10,000: nor for less 
than five years or more than # years. 

The borrower pays, semi-annually, 
the interest on this note, plus an in- 
staliment of the principal. He must 
not be charged .qver 6 per cent in- 
terest.

Have Neither Food, Water or Light— 


Caught in Drift by a 
Cave-in. 


JOPLIN, Mo., July 18.—Four men who 
were imprisoned by a cave-in in a small 


drift at the Babock mine, four miles 


north .of Joplin, late yesterday after- 
noon, will not be reached until late this 
afternoon or tonight. Drifts to rescue 
the men are being driven from two 
shafts and a drill hole is being sunk 
to give them air, but caving ground 
has made the sinking of the hole dif- 
ficult.

CAPITOL 10 URGt 
CHILD LABOR LAW 


Tells Senators This and Work- 
men’s Compensation Bills 
Should Be Added to Program. 


WASHINGTON, July i18.—President 
Wilson went to the Capitol shortly after 
noon today. It was the first visit he 
had made there in months. 

At the Capitol the President conferred 
in his private room with Senator Kern 
and other Democratic leaders in the 
Senate. It is understood that the Pres- 
ident urged that the workingmen’s com- 
pensation and child labor bills be in- 
cluded in the imperative legislative pro- 
gram. They were sidetracked by the 
caucus. 

It was announced at the White House 
last week that the President planned 
tu write a letter to Senator Kern, urging 
the adoption of the workmen’s compen- 
sation act and the child labor bill. Yes- 
terday, Vance McCormick, chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
stated that the President did not want 
te be formally notified of his renomina- 
tion until Congress should adjourn, and 
it was intimated that a delay in ad- 
jcurnment was expected because of the 
President’s insistence that these meas- 
ures be passed. 

Visit Unexpected. 

The President’s visit to the Capitol 
was entirely unexpected to administra- 
tion leaders. When he reached the Cap- 
ito] building he went direct to his room 
trd sent a Senate attendant for Senator 
Kern. The two talked for several min- 
utes, after which Senator Martin of Vir- 
ginia and Vice President Marshall en- 
tered the President’s room and a con- 
ference was held on the legislative pro- 
gram and the time of adjournment of 
Congress, which the Democrats have 
tentatively fixed as Aug. 19. 

The President, it is understood, in 
urging that the two bills mentioned be 
passed ‘sought to bring about an ar- 
rangement that would not delay adjourn- 
ment, ‘as he wishes to begin the cCam- 
paign not later than Sept. 1, and™noti- 


fication ceremonies necessarily—must be} 


held prior to that time. 

Senator Kern, while not revealing the 
details of the conference, said he 
thought any change of plans would not 
mean postponement of adjournment, 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, joined the President 
and Senator Reed stopped at the door 
to shake hands. 

Besieged for Explanation. 

Later Mr. Wilson sent for Senators 
Williams and Hughes. While he waite1 


for them he stepped outsigie of his office’ 


for a few minutes. .ie was besieged for 
en explanation of his visit. 

“It is simply a matter of program,’ 
declared the President. “I wanted to 
see several of the Senators about a legis- 
lative program and thought it would be 
simpler to come here rather than call 
them to the White House.”’ 

Senators asked the leaders what was 
going on and were informed that the 
President was especially insistent that 
the child labor bill be passed, and that 
he was making an argument particu- 
larly to Southern Senators, who were 
inclined to hold the measure back. 

The President returned to the White 
House after an hour of. conference. 
Senators James, Owen and Hughes were 
his last three vistors. One of the con- 
ferees quoted the President as saying 
it was the duty of the Democratic Con- 
gress to pass the child labor bill now 
because the three big party platforms 
had declared for it. 

The child labor bill, introduced by 
Representative Keating of Colorado, 
passed the House in February by a vote 
of 337 to 46. It imposes heavy penal- 
ties for interstate shipment of any com- 
modity made in whole or in part by 
children under 16 working in mines or 
in quarries, or by children under 14 
working in mills, canneries, workshops 
or manufacturing establisments. When 
children are employed at night or more 
than eight hours a day in this latter 
class of industries the minimum age is 
16 instead of 14.

The rule which generally was fol- 
lowed in apportioning the public build- 
ing money was that a man could have 
either one good appropriation for a 
building or he could have several small 
appropriations for the purchase of sites 
‘for buildings in several towns, the 
{money to construct the building on the 
site to be appropriated later. 

Congressmen are tobe elected this 
year and it is usually considered to be 
a good campaign talking point for a 
Congressman to go into a town and tell 
of the magnificent public building he ob- 
tained for it, or to tell of the appropria- 
tion he obtained for a site, and the 
necessity of sending him back to Con- 
gress so he could get the money for the 
building. 

$30,000 for Unionville. 

Congressman James T. Lioyd of the 
First District obtained $30,000 for a 
building at Unionville, Putnam County. 
Unionville lost 80 inhabitants from 1900 
to 1910, its population in 1910 being 2000. 

Congressman William W. Rucker of 
the Second District fared unusually well 
in the distribution. He got $66,000 for a 
building at Trenton, Grundy County; 
$5000 for a site at Milan, Sullivan Coun- 
ty; $5000 for a site at Paris, Monroe 
County, and $5000 for a site at Salisbury, 
Chariton County. 

The population of these towns are 
shown by the census to have been: 
Trenton, 5666 in 1910 and 5396 in 1900; Mi- 
lan, 2191 in 1910 and 1757 in 1900;. Paris, 
1474 in 1910 and 1397 in 1900; Salisbury, 
18% in 1910 and 1847 in 1900. 

Congressmen Joshua W. Alexander of 
the Third District got two appropria- 
tions, one of $40,000 for a building in 
Richmond, Ray County, and one for 
$5000 for a site in Cameron, Clinton 
County. Richmond in 1910 had a pop- 
ulation of 3664, and in 1900 of 3478. Cam-

No such scene, inspired by such a cause, was 
ever presented at any other prison in America 
as that which greeted Mr. Osborne on his return 
to Sing Sing to resume the wardenship after tri- 
umphing over his enemies’ conspiracy of per- 
jury. 

Substantial reasons might be assigned why 
such a demonstration should not be permitted 
in a penal institution in honor of the man who 
must, under various circumstances, sit in judg- 
ment later over those participating in the dem- 
onstration. But the ill-effects of forcibly sup- 
pressing the sentiments that found a spontaneous 
expréssion would probably be far greater than 
any resulting from this unprecedented relaxation 


of prison discipline. The significance of it far 


outweighs in importance any mere tgmporary 
question of seemliness in the internal management 
of prisons. , 

Forced to make a choice between genuine recla- 
mation policies looking to the convicts’ welfare 
and the local county political ring which had 
previously fattened on the prison patronage and 
prison expenditure, Mr. Osborne defied the ring 
and was made to suffer almost unexampled perse- 
cution. : 

How much a similar scene arising from a sim- 
ilar cause would mean to many other prisons in 
the United States. How much it would mean to 
Missouri's. 

It would signify that politics at last had be- 
come less important at such prisons than the 
restoration of erring men to*society; that the 
prison was being run in the interest of its un- 
fortunate and the public, and not in the interest 
of the ring; that stupidity and cruelty had been 
superseded by intelligence and humanity. 
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International thinking has been sadly negilect- 
ed all over the world. A little more of that sort 
of thought might have prevented the mad war. 
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LAWYERS AND DISABLED RAILROADS. 
“The services of the special master, for which 
$7000 is asked, consisted of reading the notice of 
sale of the road to the people assembled in front 
of the Oakland Railroad Station and accepting the 
bid made by the purchasers”—thus reads the re- 
port of the California Railroad Commission, 
which pronounces “extravagant” several fees 
claimed in connection with the sale of railroad 
properties, and receivers’ attorney’s fees. Among 
the latter was one of $172,000 covering 16 months’ 
services by an eminent counsel. These matters 
are interesting and pertinent in view of the fact 
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The Post-Dispatch’s questioning of candidates 
for Governor on the scheme of the Anti-Saloon 
League to put over prohibition by legislative ac- 
tion has brought meager returns. It is an out- 
rageous scheme. It proposes to set aside the ref- 
erendum by;the insertion of the “peace, health 
and safety” clause—a clause intended to be in- 
voked only when the actual peace and safety of 
the commonwealth is threatened in an emergeficy 
and the public health is menaced by an epidemic. 

The Anti-saloon League wants to use this de- 
vice to deprive the people of their constitutional 
right to pass upon a prohibition measure, be- 
cause its leaders frankly confess that they do not 
believe the people will vote for State-wide pro- 
Jhibition. They want to force prohibition on Mis- 
aoa without popular consent by nullifying a 
constitutional provision adopted by the people to 
prevent precisely this kind of a scheme.

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INVESTIGATE THE NEW ‘‘DRY’’ GA&. 

The proposed 50-cent minimum charge to St. 
Louis gas consumers introduced a new question 
at a time when public opinion was not yet fully 
informed as to the merits of the change in the 
inspection test. 

Approved too hastily by the Public Service Com- 
mission, the new charge justified a suspicion that 
the company would profit much more by the new 
schedule than the public. The gas company is 
to be commended for dropping the charge, perma- 
nently it is hoped. 

But too much ‘uncertainty still exists as to the 
precise value of the new-process gas, with which, 
it appears, the company began supplying St. Louis 
a week before it was authorized. Until that so- 
called “cold light” sought by scientists is per- 
fected, a test based on illuminant qualities must 
insure also certdin proportions of heat qualities. 
But admitting that tbe, thermal test may be the 
more practical, considering the prevailing suses 
to which gas is put, such test should not be placed 
so low as actually to authorize fewer heat unite 
than gas must possess to pass the illuminating 
standard. 3) 

Pertinent facts and conclusions gained at Chi- 
cago have been placed before Post-Dispatch 
readers. In that city the company demands that 
the light-unit test, commonly insuring 665 to 670 
heat units, shall be changed to a thermal test 
under which only 570 heat units will be the stand- 
ard, as in St. Louis. 

Chicago experts figure that this change will 
lower the efficiency value of the gas by about 15 
per cent. The consumer will be obliged to pay 92 
cents to obtain the same results which he now ob- 
tains by paying 80 cents. As Chicago’s illuminat- 
ing test calls for 22-candle-power gas, while St. 
Louis’ calls for only 18, the figures have to be re- 
calculated to apply directly to the local situation, 
but they show the need for a public inquiry to de- 
termine what price will be fair. 

The Aldermen are right in demanding an in- 
vestigation. The policy of regulating utilities pre- 
supposes that they shall be intelligently regulated. 

Such intelligent regulation is not secured when 
new schedules are approved on purely ex-parte 
statements at conferences between city officials 
and utility managers, from which public and press 
are excluded. It is not secured when the State 
Board, without granting opportunity for a hear- 
ing, hastily approves a schedule which the com- 
pany itself later withdraws in part as unfair.
